Let every True Chriſtian, then, and Faith- 
ful Servant of God Recolleft Himſelf, amidſt 
that Intercourſe and Variety of Affairs He 
muſt Needs meet with In the World; And Re- 
member, according to the Example of the Bleſ- 
ſed Jeſus, to Preſerve the Lite of the Inner 
Man; To pay a conſtant to the God 
that made Him, and Maintaia and be Faithful 
and Steady In the Prattiſe of all Vertues : For, 
the Natural and moſt Proper Conſequence of 
the Moſt Exemplary Works of The Bleſſed 
Jeſus, hen we reflect upon Them, with a De- 
fign to make Them our Pattern, is to Transfer 
and Communicateto Our Own That Brightneſs, 
Harmony, Powerfulneſs, and Sauttity , which 
were ſo Viſible and Complcat In His. 


By His Holy and: Illuſtrious Example, We 
Learn alſo, How to Bear with the Iufirmities 
and Faults of Thoſe among whom we Live : 
For it isof Him The Holy Prophet has declared,

The Community where He Liv'd; And was

ſhall not Cry, Nor Lift up, Nor Cauſe + Iſa. 42. 
His Vice to be Heard in the Street: He perceiv'd2. 
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ſen Touch'd with Them; yet 
He k Silence, He held His Peace, Becauſe 
His Time was not Come for Him to Regulate, 
and put an End to Them. 

It is a Great Vertue to Know how to Suffer 
and Not Complain ; Without This tis Im 
ſible for any One to be Inwardly at Eaſe; which 
is abſolutely neceffary, whilſt one is Obliged 
to hold Intercourſe with Thoſe whoſe Manner, 
Circumſtances and Ways of Life Differ from 
our own; For ind, for the moſt 
not Endure to be Contradifted ; Either Be- 
cauſe think that which Themſelves 
cannot be U | or Diſagreeable to others, 
or Becauſe even the moſt Juſt and Moderate 
Reproof offends the Nicety of their Pride. To 
ſee and perpetually to Diſſemble, and Over- 
look that which One cannot Approve, but, In 
Reaſon muſt Condemn, is one of the moſt Vex- 
atious and Perplexing Torments of One's Life; 
And particularly, to Good and Pious Men, 
when God Attaches em to Himſelf, and by the 
Communication of His Holy Spirit , Raiſes 
their Souls above the ſordid Elements of this 
Sublunary World; and the Groſs and Viler Ob- 
jets of Fleſh and Blood: What Great Concern 
and Care Wracks the Spirit of a faithful Servant 
of God, at ſuch a Time, that He may Become All 
Things toall Men, to gain and recover Their 
Souls: His Life, which is ſo much Reverſe to 
that of Sinful Men, oftentimes provokes Them 
to revile Him, and Excites a Spirit in Them, 
of C and Perſecution. But let theſe 
Trials be never ſo ſevere, Let Them not make 
Him his but reſt ſatisfied that 


the Devils who ſet theſe their Inſtruments on 
Work, 
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Work, Raiſe not theſe Storms on any other 
but to ſhake the moſt Holy Reſoluti- 
on, and at laſt to prevail with him to Quit his 
Sacred Enterpriſe, and Give Way to the Tem- 
ptation. 

Therefore We muſt always, eſpecially :.c 
ſuch Times, Betake Ourlelves to Our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour, Beſeech Him, without Ceaſing, 
for His Enlightening Grace; that we may not 
Loſe the Intrinfick Value of Religion; We 
muſt Arm our Souls with Perſeverance and 
Conſtancy, and reſolve never to give over in 
the Works of God; We muſt Humble Our- 
ſelves Low Before His Foot-ſtool ; Acknow- 
ledging Ourſelves worthy of the utmoſt Con- 
tempt and Scorn of Mankind; Who, This 
Means, Avenge the Injuries We have to 
God: We muſt render Our Hearty Thanks to 
God, for the Deſire We have to ſerve Him; 
And all thoſe other Gifts aud Graces We have 
received from His Bountiful Goodneſs : Let us 
Convince Ourſelves Within, That We are more 
oblig'd to bear with Others, than they can be 
to bear with us; By His Paticnce Let Him gain 
a Bettet World; For that ii any one gives way 
to his Infirmities, They will take the Deeper 
Root within him. 

Let him hold for Certain, that fince The 
Succeſs of his Labour, and Couvet ſion of Sin- 
ners, whom with ſo much Griet he lzcs Periſh- 
ing before his Eyes, does not Depend upon 
Him: He ought not to be too Sorrowtul or 
Concern'd, but to Expreſs a Charitable Com- 
paſſiou at their Misfortune ; lu a Word, Let 
Him Comfort Himſelf, with theſe Words of

The next Inſtruction we meet with inthe Life 
of Our Bleſſed Saviour, is not to be Biaſs d in 
Our Prattiſe,by the Sentiments or the Examples 

of thoſe among whom we Live; At Leaſt when 
they are Impious and Ungodly ; and do not 
make God the Center of Their Actions, and 
the Object of their Hearts. St. Paul fays, on

| Cor. ſures us on the other, That || He made Himſelf 

9 22. All Things to All Men that He might Save Same: 
To Teach us that we muſt after ſuch a Manner 
Condeſcend to the Weakneſs of Men, whom 
we would gain over to the Faith and Intereſt of 
Our Bleſſed Saviour, but ſo as not to Deviate 
from the Strict Paths of Solid Vertue, which 
He Himſelf has ſet Before us. It is a Medium 
of Great Difficulty to be obſerv'd in Human 
Converſation, wherein the moſt Vertuous be- 
ing too often Drawn away by the Multitude, 
tall off by Degrees from their firſt Love, and 
run with the Croud into the Way of Perdition : 
For a Man had need to be well Radicated in 
Vertue, to withſtand the perpetual Oppoſition 
of his own Parents and Friends, and Thole = 
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his Daily Converſation and uaintance, to 
do that before their Eyes, which is direttly 
Contrary to their Practiſe and Inclinations ; 
And to Reſolve Elfettually to diſpleaſe a Sinful 
World, that his Life and Actions may be Ac- 
ceptable to God. 
Theſe are the Heroick Souls whom God Ge- 
nerally fortifies with the Treaſures of his Grace; 
And, of whom the Holy Prophet Exclaims, 
In theſe Words, How Great, O Lord! Is the 
Multitude of Thy Goodneſs, which Thou baſt Laid 

for Thoſe that fear Thy Name; That Thou haſt 
2 Thoſe whoſe Hope is In Thee, Among The 
Sons of Men | That is to ſay, For Thole whom 
The Cenſures and Contradictions of the World 
cannot Turn aſide, or withdraw Them from the 
Truth, with which Thou doſt Inwardly Inſpire 
Them: Thon wilt hide them Vuder the Shadow of 
Thy Countenance, to Shelter them from the Perſecu- 
tions of Men; And Thou wilt defend them In Thy 
Houſe from the Strife of Tongues. 

Let a Man then, with Reaſon, Diſpiſe what 
the World fays of Him, fo long as He Gives 
Them no Juſt Occaſion to Complain and Mur- 
mur; Let him ſtick cloſe to his Duty, And 
thut his Ear to all the Reſt, And let him Pre- 
pare Himſelf with a ſteddy Reſolution to with-

This Holy Inſtruſtion likewiſe has a near 
Relation to Thoſe Religious, who have Devo- 
ted Themſelves to a Monaſtick copy * 
For although they may have profeſs d that A 
ſtratted Way of Life ; we muſt not follow any, 
but their Examples who att the Vows thar 
they have Made, and Live up to the Rules of 
their Fratervity : Let them therefore Diſtin- 
guiſh Themſelves by their Obedience to their 
Spiritual Superiours; By their Patience under 
Contradiftion of Sinners; By their Candour and 
the Sweetnels of their Temper towards all Man- 
kind; By the Simplicity and Low lineſs of their Be- 
haviour : ; By the Strength of their Souls Byaſs to- 
wards an Unbiemithed and Perfect Life; By the 
ſtrift Adherence to the Rules of Their Order ; 
And Ifthis beto become Singular, or Puritanni- 
cal, to live after this manner, I would adviſe them 
to be Singular: However, to maintaiu a Perfect 
Unity among T hem, and for Peace Sake, They 
ought to obſerve theſe following Rules and 
Maxims. 

1. Let Them, by no Means ſeek to Become 
particular Favourites or Sycophants to the Fa-

2. Let Them not Entertain any Friendſhip, 
or Fix Their Minds on Any Thing that might 
withdraw the Soul from God, or Interrupt the 
Devotion of their Hearts. 

3. Let Them have no farther Views In their 
Holy Profeſſion, than a Quiet Mind and 
Conſcience, And a pure and Inoffenſive Soul. 


4. Let Them Accuſtom Themſelves to Treat 
thoſe very Perſons with Charity and Good- 
Will, who have done them Wrong ; And be 
Aſſured that to look upon any One as an Ene- 
my In A Houſe that is Devoted to God, is 
the very Spring of Confuſion and Trouble. 


5. Let Them pay a Tender and Kind Re- 
gard to the moſt Deſpicable of their Frater- 
nity ; And Behave Themſelves with a Sacred 
Emulation and Longing to do Them Good ; 
For the leſs They appear la the E yes of Men, 


The more | They are lathe Sight of 
God; And hold the fame Claſs In their Religi- 


ous Order, As the Bleſſed Jeſus Himſelf main- 
tain'd, In His Converſation with the World. 


6. Let not their Eyes be dazled with the Lu- 
fire of thoſe who ſhine In the Higheſt Place of 
Authority above Themſelves : The 22 
Places under the Sacred A 
not leſs Illuſtrious and Eſteemable In the Bye 
of God, than the Moſt Elevate and 8 
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And for any One to look upon himſelf as more 
Honourable, Becauſe he is plac'd In A Rank 
Superiour to Others; Or Coatemptible, Be-

7. Let Them, without Reſerve, Apply 
Themſelves to the Prattiſe of the moſt pure 
and Refined Vertues, and Go oi therein In 
Peace and Quiet, Even when they ſee others 
Spend their Time in the Neglect of it. 

8. Let Them Support Themſelves In the 
Hope and Expettation of God's Promiſes, un- 
der All the Troubles and Perſecutions they may 
poſſibly meet with In their Way ; Being faith- 
fully Confident of This, That Heaven is the 
Price of their Reſignation; And that God will 
fulfil His Word: This Indeed, is One Article 
of the Croſs, that is Extremely Grating and 
Severe; And fo much the more, as it is al- 
ways forcible and Endleſs; and Becauſe, No- 
thing can be more Vexatious than to be Ill- 
treated by One's own Brethren ; And that thoſe 
who paſs for Good and Vertuous, ſhould 
themſelves, Oppoſe and Perſecute Injur'd Ver- 
tue, under the Pretence of Zeal and Religion. 


9. When They Labour under Unjuſt Re- 
proaches, and are loaded with the Weight of 
thoſe Crimes which they have not Committed ;

ward; And that the Evil which they ſpeak of 
may not Turn Them out of the Right Way. 
11. If They ſee that the Regular Diſcipline 
of their Order becomes Remils; Let them very 
ſeriouſly apply themſelves to a Self-Retorma- 
tion: Let them Conſider that they have taken 
the Vows of Religion upon them, to become 
ſerviceable to others, and to Support and Suc- 
cour them; And not to be Devoted to ldle::efs, 
or to ſpare themſelves. If any One does them 
Wrong, Let them not Complain ; But Look upon 
Themſelves as Slaves, whom their Maſters Pa- 
trons have, at Leaſt, A Power to Inſult them 
when they Pleaſe. Thoſe that have other Sen- 
timents, And upon whom thele Salutary Doc- 
trinescan make no Impreſſion, Conceal A Wick- - 
ed and Worldling-Heart, under the Garb and 
Appearance of Religion.

The Oaly Remedy of ſo Unhappy a Miſfor- 
tune is to Caſt Our Eyes on the Bleſſed Jeſus, 
And Iaſtautly to Believe Him to take Pity on 
Our Souls, which have been ſo Expe. five to his 
Love: For as it is moſt Certain, According to 
- * Lib" 1. St. Auſtin's Doctrine, That * He who has Pur- 
_ Sabi char d Us without Our Selves; Will not Save Us 
Q.2 without Our Own ion; That No Soul ſhall 

be Saved, Unleſs He is Called of God; That who- 

ſoever is Called ſhall not do the Works of Salvation, 

without the Aſſiſtance of the Divine Grace; That 
No One ſhall be Worthy of That, who does not Obtain 
it by Prayer, and ſolemn Devotions, It is As Certain 
Alſo, That when Sinful Men Deſtroy Themſelves, It 
is by the Permiſſion of God's Providence and Juſtice; 
That they Are not Undone for Ever, Becauſe of the 
Divine Goodneſs and Pleaſure : That God Calleth us 
without Our Asking It of Him; Becauſe this Call 
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Depends wpon his Gondneſs : That He is 
Ready to pry and Succour us, Before we Deſire It; 
In a Word, That No Man is Excus'd from 
Prayer; And it is AlwaysOur Own Fault if we 
— Fray for &, or if we Neglect Our Sal- 
: The Inference of All which is, That 
Our Our Bleſſed Saviour has Taken upon Him here- 
by to ſhow us that Care, which we Ought to 
have of Our Selves. 

The Second Thing which Our Bleſſed Savi- 
our Teaches us, is the Manner in which we 
Ought to Perform Our Faſts, and Other Exter- 
nal Acts of Religion, that They may Become 
an Effectual Remedy to All the Diſtempers of 
the Soul : For, As a Certain Holy Perſon has 
faid, * To Faſt and to Commit Sin; It is to Imi- 
<« tate the Devil, who Always is Acting Wicked- 
cc weſs, but Never Eaſy. The Faſting of Our 
Blefſed Saviour, was Accompany'd with De- 
votion and Solitude ; Far from the Noiſe and 
Buſtle of the W orld, it was Entirely Taken up 
with God: The Holy Scripture, Moreover, 
Reproves that Faſt which is Joyned to Self-Will, 
to Vicious Works, to aa Irregular Life, And to 
ſuch Diſpoſitions as Thwart, And are Contra- 
to the Law of God: And St. Gregory 
Compares Thoſe who Faſt without Mortify 
their Paſſions, to S mon of Cyrene, who Oy 
Our Bleſſed Saviour's Croſs, But did not Suffer 
upon It after his Example ; The mere Faſting 
does not Root Out Iniquity from the Soul, And 
Plant Virtue there, in its Stead : The Faſt moſt 
Acceptable to God is to Abſtain from That 
which will Deſtroy and Ruin it for Ever.
